The hull went down 
almost instantly, but the hurmcane deck was 
parted from it and floated rapidly down the 
river. 
It happened that most of the passengers, 1n 
fact ail excépt the two who were lost, were on 


| the hurricane deck at the time of the crash, 


and this circumstance saved their hves. The 
tugboat Alex. Martin was lying on the Ken- 
tucky shore when the Sherlock blew 
the whistle of distress. and started in 
swift pursuit of the floating cabin 
with its ‘helpless freight. Several towboats 
also set out from the Kentucky shore and took 
off from the hurricane deck several women. 
The Martin followed the wreck of the Sher- 
lock five miles before all the passengers were 
rescued, Mrs. McLean was taken out of the 
lower cabin. She was almost .drowned, and 
died two hours afterwards from the shock. 

The body of the child has not yet been recov- 
ered. 

It is said the third mate of the Sherlock, Mr. 
Leppert, is also missing. One or two of the 
passengers were thrown into the river by the 
shock when the steamer struck the bridge, but 
two young men who ventured out in skiffs 
from the Kentacky shore rescued them. There 
were fourteen women among the passengers 
and some of them are aa a badly prostrated 
condition. 

The Sherlock is a ital loss. It was used in 
the Cincinnati and New Orleans trade, was 
valued at $35,000, and belonged to the Cincin- 
nati and Big Sandy Packet company. The 
blame for the accident has not been fixed, but 
it is said that the pilot was, drunk, and some

Vicinity. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Feb, 17.—Pittsburg and Al- 
legheny were today visited by a flood that will 
cause losses of at least $750,000, They may 
even amount to $1,000,000. These figures in- 
clade estimates of direct damages and conse- 
quential losses in every class of trade and 
life, a feature of the flood which it 
is’ impossible to measure with absolute 
accuracy. The flood has turned between 3,000 
and 4,000 families’ inthe two cities and their 
erivirons out of their house and home. It has 
‘completed the temporary closizig down of over

The most startlmg incident of the flood oc- 
curred on River avenue, Allegheny, at 9:30 
this morning. ‘The entire front of a double 
two-story brick house, belonging to Samuel 
and William Hazlett, two brothers, was blown 
out by a natural gas explosion into the four 
feet of water surrounding it. Hundreds of 
people rushed to the scene, though boats had 
to be used to get there. There was plenty to 
do. . Five persons were hurt, but almost by a 
miracle no one was killed. .James Fletcher is 
the only one whose injuries may prove fatal. 
He was crushed between the window-frame 
and the wall and when taken out was spitting

Heavy Loss by the Railroads, 

' The floods have gotten all the railroads en- 
tering Pittsburg and Allegheny into a sorry 
mess. Traffic on the Pittsburg and Western 
road is almost entirely suspended. From 
Sharpsburg the tracks are covered with‘from 
four to six feet of water. Early this morning 
all the available: teams and wagons were 
brought into requisition, and such perishable 
freight as was stored in the box-cars in 
the yards was ‘ removed as expeditiously 
as possible. However, the rise of the Alle- 
gheny was so rapid. that a large number of 
Cars were submerged before the army of work- 
men were able to reach them, and of course 
the contents of such cars are a total loss. The 
loss sustained by the company will be heavy, 
but at present the officials are unable to give 
any figures.

NO F FEARS CONCERNING = TREATY. 
The Report That the Brazilian Negotiations | 
Would Fall Through Unfounded. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Feb, 17.—[Special.]— 
Mr, Mendonca, the Brazilian Minister, was 
seen tonight in regard to the cablegram from 
Bahia that the reciprocity arrangement with 
the United States was not yet ratihed.and was 
not likely to be. The Minister had no infor- 
mation about the situation®at Bahia, ijand did 
not care to discuss the cablegram. He stated 
that his correspondence to his Government 
on the subject of the treaty had been favora- 
ble, and there was wothing he could 
say now. It is evident, however, that no fears 
are entertained about the Brazilian treaty. 
President Fonseca did not cable the Minister 
to close the negotiations until it was| known 
that the treaty could be carried out, and it 
goes into effect April 1. 

The province of which Bahia is the leading 
port was one of the last to accept the Repub- 
fican Government, but the Capital of Brazil is 
at Rio Janeiro, and it is there that infarmation 
is to be had rather than at Bahia. The En- 
glish interests at the latter port are strong 
and they undoubtedly instigated the report 
that the reciprocity arrangement would fail. 
There, as elsewhere in Brazil, English in- 
trigues are on foot to defeat the: policy of a 
closer commercial relation with the United 
States, but all their hostile movement« were 
fully. anticipated. One of the reasons why 
Brazil wanted the treaty with the United 
States was that the influence of Buropean 
countries on its domestic : politics might be 
lessened. It was known that opposition 
would be attempted, but it is believed that 
the policy of President Fonseca has so far 
prevailed that the movement will come to 


nothing.
